of a cabbage head, and these heads or 
centi al parts of the flowers are used as 
food by the Indians ; of it a syrup is 
made, and also a fermented liquor. 


The Awole, or soap weed, is another 


plant of value ; as a soap, the roots are 
equal to the soap of commerce, and also 
as a 1-air wash or invigorator, it is very 
valua >le. 


On the Gila river we passed through a 


large settlament of Indians who are in a 
kind of semi-civilized state. They are 
engaged in farming to some extent and 
live principally off the berry of the wheat 
which they prepare for food by simply 
parching it. 
Near by the roadside we 


saw, 
here and there, 
squads of these 


swartliy people in an almost entirely nude 
state, vvillowing in the sand and dust 
sirnila to so many swine.

ever diving in readiness a rich feast for 
the si icntist a"id sight seer. 


Foi nearly two hundred miles we trav- 


eled l > v singe, thorough uninhabited por>- 
tions 
of the territory, through deep 


c inons and over rugccd mounla us. 
For 


the st igc to be "held up" by robbers was 
not TII unusual thing . we, however, es- 
caped such an unpleasant experience. 


In many portions of the territory the 


Sttiiw ,-o, or giant cactus, abounds. 
In 


the P ilt River Valle> we found them of 
inline nfee size. 
One day, while driving 


along \vhere these plants grow plentifully 
we 
li id the driver stop the vehicle, 


and three of the passengers got out to 
measure one of these monsters, as best 
we could. 
It was decided without doubt 


to be at least forty feet high, and the 
main trunk to be two feet in diameter, 
with t hree gigaUic arms, like the branches 
of a (andelabrum, which put out about 
ten iret from the ground aiid were ai 
least twenty feet in length and ten inches 
in diimeter, the whole being covered 
with sharp, prickly thorns, and fluted 
like n Corinthian column. The bod} is 
of a ]i lie green, and the pltii.t at the ex- 
treme top of each section bears purple 
blossoms that crown the blunt or oval 
shaped apex with a wreath of beauty. 
The blossoms are set on pear-shaped fruit 
that is palatable and highly prized by 
both the Mexicans and the Indians. The 
trunk of this curious product of the sandy 
desert is composed of narrow sticks of 
wood m the form of a cylinder, and held 
together by outside fibres. These woody 
strip-, are usrd, when taken from a partly 
decomposed 
trunk, for roofing adobe 


s, for fences, etc. 


The prickly pear, another of the cac- 


tus family, grows to the height of over 
s'x fei t, and bears a pear like fruit. 


The 'li.innya, or "well of the desert," 


is another peculiar kind of cactus. 
It 


grows four feet in height, and ten inches 
or more in diameter ; has long thorns 
but is one of the most valued of nil the 
mammoth cactus. By cutting out the 
centre, making a bowl-like cavity, it soon 
fills with water, affording the thirsty 
traveler a refreshing drink. 


The Cliolla if the most uninviting of 


all the species ; it grows from six to 
eight feet high, with many branches: it 
'has a profusion of thorns with barbs 


similar to a huge fish hook. 


The OeotiUo is another species, grow- 


ing in cluster* of one or two dozen poles, 
from fifteen to twenty feet fn height. 
Walking canes are made of these poles 
and sold as relics of Arizona. 
They are 


alioiised for fencing, and, when set in 
the ground at picket*, will take root and 
grow, making a living fence.

TELEGRAPHING CHINESE.— Telegraph- 


ing in Chinese cannot be done in the 
same manner as in any other tongue. 
Owing to tha peculiarity of the Chinese 
characters, each of which represent a 
word, the Danish Telegraph Company, 


(the 
Great Northern) working the new 


Chinese lines, has adopted the following 
device : There are from five thousand to 
six thousand characters or words in ordi- 
nary Chinese language, and the company 
have provided a wooden block or type for 
each of these. On one end of this block 
the character is cut or stamped out, and 
on the other end is a number represent- 
ing the character. 
The operator receives 


the message in numbers and takes the 
block of each number transmitted and 
stamps with the other end the proper 
Chinese character on the message form. 
Thus a Chinese message sent* in figures is 
translated into Chinese characters again 
and forwarded to its destination. The 
•ending operator, of course, requires to 
.know the numerical equivalent of the 
characters or have them found for him.

In 627 the heat was so 
great in France and Germany that all 
springs dried up; water became so scarce 
that many people died of thirst. In 879 
work in the fields had to be given up ; 
agricultural laborers persisting in their 
work were struck down in a few minutes, 
so powerful was the sun. In 993 the 
sun's rays were so fierce that vegetation 
burned up as under the action of fire. In 
1000 rivers ran dry under the protracted 
heat, the fish were left dry in heaps and 
putrified in a few hours. 
The stench that 


ensued produced the plague. 
Men and 


animals venturing in the sun in the sum- 
mer of 1022 fell dawn dying, the throat 
parched to a tinder and the blood rushing 
to the brain. 


In 1132 not only did the rivers dry up, 


but tne ground cracked on every side and 
became baked to the hardness of stone. 
The Knine in Alsace nearly dried up. 
Italy was visited with terrific heat in 
1139; vegetation and plants were burned 
up. 
During the battle of Bela, in 1200, 


there were more victims made by the sun 
than by weapons; men fell down sun- 
struck in regular rows. The summer of 
1277 was also severe ; there was an abso- 
lute dearth of forge. 
In 1303 and 1304 


the Rhine, Loire and Seine ran dry. 
In 


1615 the heat throughout Europe became 
excessive. 
Scotland suffered particularly 


in 1625; men and beasts died in scores 
The heat in several departments during 
the summer of 1705 was equal to that in 
a glass furnace. 
Meat could be cooked 


by merely exposing it to the sun. Not a 
soul dare venture out between noon and 4 
P. si. 
In 1718 many shops had to close; 


the theatres never opened their doors for 
several months 
Not a drop of water fell 


during six months. 


In 1753 the thermometer rose to 118°. 


tn 1779 the heat at Bologna was so great 
:hat a great number of people vere stifled. 
There was not sufficient air for the breath, 
and people had to take refuge under 
jround. In July, 1793, the heat became 
ntolerable. Vegetables were burned up 
and fruit dried upon the trees. 
The fur- 


niture and woodwork in dwelling houses 
:racked and split up; meat became bad 
n an hour. The rivers ran dry in several 
>rovinces during 1811 ; expedients had 
o be devised for the grinding of corn. 
*n 1822 a protracted heat was accompa- 


Among the relics discovered in tho 


Scottish lake dwellings, very few are of 
great antiquity, none of the animal re- 
mains belonging to any remote species. 
The objects, too, of stone are far from 
numerous, whereas there is an abundance 
of bone and wooden implements. 
Some 


idea of tho domestic life of the Scottish 
lake dwelling communities may be gath- 
ered from the excavated relics. Thus, it 
appears. Dr. Munro tells us, that the 
Celtic short horn, the so called goat horn 
sheep, and a domestic bread of pigs, were 
largely consumed. The horse was only 
scantily used. 
The number of bones and 


horns of the red deer and roebuck seem 
to show that venison was by no means a 
rare addition to the list of their dietary. 
Among birds, only the goose bus been 
identified: but, as Dr. Munroe points out, 
this is no criterion of the extent of the 
encroachments of the lake dwellers on 
the feathered tribe, as only the larger 
bones were collected and reported upon. 
To this bill of fare, the occupiers ol 
Jjocbspouts crannog, being comparatively 
near the sea, added several kinds ol 
shellfish. 
The objects discovered also 


afford ample testimony of the peaceful 
prosecution of various arts and industries 
by these lake dwellers; many of these 
consisting of clay spindle whorls, pins, 
needles, bodkins, knife handles of red 
deer horn, etc. In Carlingwark Lock, 
Kirkcudbrightshire, a caldron in an ex- 
cellent state of preservation was found : 
and in an crannog at Ledaig, in Argyll- 
shire, a wooden comb was turned up. 


The great variety of relics thus brought 


to light, whilst illustrating the arts and 
industries of the lake dwellers, proves 
thnt they were the products of a refined 
civilization, and testifies to the peaceful 
character of the inhabitants. From the 
rich store of articles, however, secreted 
in these lake dwellings, it has been urged 
that they were the headquarters of thieves 
and robbers, where the proceeds of their 
maraudings excursions among the sur- 
rounding Roman provincials were stored 
up. 
But facts ascertained by research 


do iiot support this conjecture, inasmuch 
as, among the relics, military remains arc 
only feebly represented by a "few iron 
daggers and spear heads, one or two 
doubtful arrow points, and a quantity of 
round pebbles and so called slingstoiics.'" 
Of the explorations cari led on in recent 
years, one of the most interesting is that

DIGGING WELLS. 


The Massachusetts "Ploughman" some 


ime sinoe bad the following directions 
n regard to digging wells : The old way 
f digging a well and stoning it up so as 
o leave it about three feet in diameter 
s a very good one if the water is to be 
drawn up with buckets; but if only with 


pump, it is a very poor way ; for if, as 


s> the usual custom, the well be covered 
t the top, it leaves a very large space 
'nr dead air, which so often becomes so 
ad that it affects the quality of water, 
nd also makes it unsafe to enter the 
ell. When a well thus stoned has only 
pump in it, the covering should be 


mder water, or very near it; but if it is 
mown that only a pump is to be used, 
lie expense of stoning may be saved, and 
he water kept in a much better condi 
ion. 
This is done by digging thf well 


n a dry time, and when dug as Ion as 
ossible a eminent pipe, some two feet in 
iametcr and two or three feet Ions, is 
unk at the bottom, and worked down as 
>w as possible by dinging out the inside, 
he pipe should be covered n ith a fl it 
tone, through the middle of which a two 
itch hole has been drilled ; directly over 
bis hole stand up a drain pipe, then be- 
in to fill in the bole. 
Wlmn filled „* 


ign as the top of the first piece of drain 
ipe, put on another, being careful to 
ave it straight with the other and the 
ne perpendicular; continue filliny and 
riding dram pipe until it is as high 
s the surrounding ground ; or if the 
ump is not to stand directly over the 
ell, then when it is filled within four 
ect of the surface put in the pump pipe 
nd lead it off in a trench to wherp tne 
ump is to stand. 
When it is found that 


Ne pipe is all right, finish filling the well, 
caving some durable mark, that the 
osition of the well may be known. 


A well of this kind is reliable and per« 


manent, requiring no repairs, the water 
s cool and free from impurities that open 
/ells are subject to; no insects or an! 
lals can find their way into it, and the 
ost is not more than one half that of a 
well that is stoned. If dug, as it should 
e, when the springs are low, a constant 
upply of water that is as pure as the 
nderground springs is secured. 
As the 


ell is always full, there is no cha nee for 
ad air to injure the water, and in fact 
ut little danger of being polluted by 
urrouuding cesspools, compared to that 
fopeu wells. 


In Marseilles we have one of the most 


ancient and interesting cities io the 
world. The home of recurring pestilences 
probably ever since it has been a city, 
the chief paintings in the town, tboso at 
tho Consigne, at the north comer of the 
entrance to the port, are devoted"to de- 
picting the borrows of the plague, the 
cholera and yellow fever. But Marseilles 
now has the finest water rupply of any 
city in the world, and, therefore, it will 
probably never again become really a 
nest for the propagation of cholera. Till 
recent years Marseilles was another 
Toulon. 
Its wonderful oblong port, 


excavated by nature in the rock precisely 
as an engineer would have designed it, 
must have made Marseilles the most 
ancient seafaring city upon the Mediter* 
ranean, and the tradition* attached to 
the bare rocky hill of marble and its 
crowning chapel of the Virgin upon the 
south side of the port all bear out 
sucb surmises as to its ancient maritime 
importance. From this grand old harbor 
the ground rises on all sides into a moun- 
tainous semicircle which completely in- 
closes tho town. 
In summer tho town is 


like a Dutch oven, and, there being no 
single brooklet of water withiu this nar- 
row amphitheatre of hills, the conditions 
must have been shocking when all water 
had to be doled out by water carts. Then, 
again, the port, though wholcly a natural 
formation, is much smaller than that of 
Portsmouth and with an outlet as narrow. 
No rill of water runs into tho port, and, 
being upon a tidoless tea, the port be- 
came a vast stinking pool, in which all 
the filth of the town accumulated and 
fermented. 
Add to conditions like these 


the life and the buildings of a dirty, 
crowded French seaport, and we baVe a 
city which in former times roust have a 
natural homo for pestilence. 
Toulon bad 


not the general importance which the 
splendid port of Marseilles must have 
given to it at all times. But of late the 
French engineers have built tho great 
rnole which locks up the waters of the 
inner harbor, and this it is which has 
aggravated the condition of Touion.

bly the finest supply of water in the 
world.

earthquakes are a rare occurrence. Such 
a reason appears to rise from an imper- 
fect acquaintance with the phenomena 
to be observed. 
Earth tremors, which 


are minute earthquakes, may be observed 
in Britain every day. Messrs. George 
und Horace Darwin have shown that such 
movements are of common occurrence in 
Cambridge. Then there are the 
.slow 


earthquakes or earth pulsations, like 
those J have from time to time observed 
in Tokio. 
Whether these exist in Brit- 


ain cannot be known until they are sought 
for. 
That they existed on the outer rim 


of the area where the Essex earthquake 
was felt is tolerably certain. It is also 
certain that shortly after great earth- 
quakes—as for instance, some which have 
shaken South America—pulse«like mo- 
tions have been observed in the bubbles 
of astronomical levels at places as distant 
as St. Petersburg. 


"I may here remark that although in 


Japan earthquakes have been recorded 
lasting over four or five minutes, the 
whole of a disturbance has never yet been 
•captured." 
At the commencement of 


an earthquake many of the vibrations are 
lost on account of their extreme small- 
ness, while at the end of the disturbance 
many of the concluding vibrations have 
been lost on account of their extreme 
slowness. 
At the direction in which the 


senses of observers told then) the 'wives' 
had travelled, I may remark that with 
the exceptions of the shock, the "waves' 
probably moved the observers in almost 
all directions. If a pea or any small 
poiut on the surface of the ground could 
have been observed, it would have been 
seen to have moved in ellipses, in spirals, 
in paths like the figure 8, and to have 
gyrated and wriggled in a multitude of 
the most varied directions. Nor can any 
reliable information be obtained from the 
side to which bodies were overthrown or 
protected, unless the observer can assure 
himself that the earthquake acted like a 
single blow.

City to the famous Valley of tbe Yellow- 
stone, is the county seat of Dawson coun* 
ty, the area of which exceeds 20,000 
square mile?.

prefering it to the green grass. 


Claims are taken up by ranchmen, who 


build a ''shack," which is a small log 
cabin of ono or two.rooms, about eight 
feet high, and a Corral, aud are then 
.ready for their stock, which they brand 
and let roam at will until fall, when they 
round them up, sometimes finding them 
more than a hundred miles from the 
range.

own few York or Boston. «ho is un- 
spoilt-d by Paris, she is a fresh Yankee, 
with 'II her native raw material glaringly 
exposed. 
She is generally very pretty , 


ber complexion is dazzling, her eyes are 
dark and brilliant, her little foot and 
hand ravishing, and her figure slight and 
sliui as a wand of willow. 
Make her 


speak (she won't want much making, by 
the b\e,) and her voice it harsh and loud, 
her a< cent is outrageous, and her nasal 
t*BD". unbearable. 
She has an immense 


amount of fun in her (that is, if you get 
hold of a good specimen to study); she 
has plenty of wit and shrewd quaint 
humor; and she is never at a loss for 
something to say. She is a romp at liojrt 
and loves a bit of hard flirting dearly. 
She is not very accomplished, but she 
knows arithmetic well, and thoroughly 
appreciates the raluo of money. There 
is generally something original about her; 
she bus ber own peculiar "notions" and 
eccentric ways of behaving in society. 
She always talks loud, as if she thought 
you wore deaf, and always in haste, as if 
an express train waited for her just one 
minutt) and no more. She has a hearty 
appetite, and mixes the strangest condi- 
ments together. 
At her breakfast she 


breaks up four or five half boiled eggs 
into u tumbler, and beats them violently 
into n sort of yellow mash, before she 
taste tbem; and with these eggs she 
devours corneakes, rolls, "m'lasses," 
toast, jam, bacon, fab, fowl, hominy, 
pruoe.s, coffee, cream; often finishing 
with u plate of fruit and a tumbler of 
iced water. She usually has a lot of 
candy in her pocket, and cats it at all 
hours 
She loves to sit in a rocking 


chair, in the heat of the sun or fire, 
munching candy and reading novels. She 
does i.at care for sewing or bouse work , 
she considers it beneath her, and leaves 
it to tl* "help" or servants. She loves 
to display ber small feet and hands—a 
peculiarity of American women 
They 


occasionally glory in an instep, but this 
is seldom, their feet, as a rule, being 
small, narrow, thin and flat. But a fool 
of this kind Can be made to look a tiny 
wondt r in a well fitting boot; therefore 
the American girl delights in boots and 
eke in gloves, and spends the greater 
part ol tier pocket money on thesp items. 
She dreams of Yewrope, but as yet she 
has not been there, and it glitters like a 
fairy \ ision in the distance. Paris and 
London she thinks of as places where 
ravishing toilettes may be purchased at 
moderate cost, and she pictures /-tuly 
as a Innd overflowing with romance and 
moonlight and filled with languishing 
lovers, all of them with big titles, and 
any of whom can be bought, titles and nil, 
for a reasonable sum of money. 
She has 


half a dozen strings to her bow, in the 
shape of marriageable young men, who 
nil hang about her like so many fish on a 
line, tit.ne of them certain of their fate, 
but all of them needing to spend a deal 
of cash in the meantime in order to re- 
main in UM»- gtind «»•««« -of lUol«-Wy 
love, « bo is generally provokingly indif- 
ferent to each and all of their claims. 
She only makes a few cool and collected 
business arrangements with them—such 
as letting them plainly understand that 
she will condescend to accept bonnets 
from due, shoes from another, gloves 
from another, fens from another, jewelry 
from 
mother, and so forth ; and she 


makes it clearly evident that she expects 
to receive such articles of dress as pay- 
ment for permission to adore her. 


She u, as a rule, very lively, and hns a 


fair amount of surface knrw ledge, which 
serves ber in good stead when sue desires 
to "come out strong" in conversation. 
The simpering affectation of innocent 
ignorance, so commonly practiced by the 
English girl who is not sure of her ground, 
is utterly discarded by ber American 
»'uter, who rushes headlong into any dis- 
cussion, no matter how abstruse, and 
hazard remarks which are sometimes 
marvelously 
shrewd and clever, but 


oftener very shallow and absurd. But 
the American girYdoes not mind what 
she lays, as long as she says something— 
to keep silence on any subject is insuffer- 
able torture to her. "Sakes alive1" ex- 


which she was once familiar, and though 
she occsiionally betrays her origin by 
placing wrong accents upon words such 
as "mquiry" for ingwry," and "rowt" for 
"route," nhe generally succeeds pretty 
well in ber endeavors to talk English 
astheEiglish themselves talk it. Her 
attempts, to master French and Italian 
are seldom crowned with like success 
she has not the least idea of accent, and 
the few i entenccs she utters while shn is 
in Paris are certainly not Parisian, any- 
more than the orders which she issues to 
the covei tly grinning waiters at the hotel 
in Floret ce are choice Tuscan. By her- 
itage she was always self-opinionated, and 
Yew-rop; has not improved her in this 
respect. She is too apt to consider that 
she alone, by means of her shrewd Amer- 
ican org mization, is able to quickly re- 
ceive a joke or grasp an idea; and she 
does not take into consideration the fact 
that ther j is no being on earth more ad- 
mirably (onstituted to perceive the ludi- 
crous sid i of her temperament and char- 
acter than the quiet, simple, self-possessed 
English lady whe pays her a decorous 
afternoon call, or the bluff Britisher, 
who, from his stalwart height and breadth, 
look; with keenly amused blue eyes into 
the dark restless ones of the born Ameri- 
can and would be London girl, thinking 
to himself, as he pays her the trifling 
compliment he knows she thirsts for, 
how very unlike she is to any woman that 
he would choose for a wife, she all the 
while fee ing convinced that he must be 
falling desperately in love with her, and 
cannot h< Ip himself. 


The "i ivih/ed" American girl is not 


half so f scinating as the "uncivilized" 
one. 
Shi- is more arrogant, and much 


more shallow and commonplace. 
She 


has gathered in a greater amount of sur- 
face knowledge than she knows what to 
do with, and sho chatters away about 
everything with surprising volubility and 
equally 
>urprising incorrectness 
She 


takes her 'Opinions on the topics of the 
day from the tone adopted by her favorite 
daily paper or weekly journal, for her 
thoughts do not go deep enough to per- 
mit her to form any real original opinions 
of her own. Sho is "up" to everything 
you can mention, though. Talk about 
music, and straightway she raves about 
the classics—nothing less will suit her 
raptures—ojid she falls into ecstacies 
over the names of Gluck, Beethoven and 
Schumann, knowing nothing whatever of 
their different stvles and structures of 
composition. Talk of pictures, and she 
will become eloquent concerning the 
sublimitu s of Raphael, Fra Angclico or 
Perugmo of literature, and she swears 
by Shakespeare, knowing absolutely notli 
ing of the poetry of his plays. 
But ber 


plan is to pretend sho knows, and this she 
succeeds in very well—well enough, at 
any rate, to pass muster with the good 
tempered English folks, who look over 
her ignorance for the sake of the amuse- 
ment she affords. 
For amusing she is 


and always will be, if not through native 
nit, then through cultivated c .nceit. 


The American girl resident in Europe 


is always the victim of a craze for netting 
'•into socioty," and she is generally en- 
vious of those who are already thereby 
hereditary ripht. She clings to literary 
and artistic celebrities, in the hope that, 
by holding on very tight to the acquaiut 
tance of some risine novelist or musical 
composer, she may be lifted into the sun- 
shine of the "Upper Ten " Here she is 
very wofnlly disappointed, for authois, 
and artists who become highly distin- 
guislied hnve a wonderfully happy knack 
of shaking off people thev do not care 
about and floating up to social honor like 
balloons released from too much hal.ast 
As she grows older, and sees all tlie 
into thedri'nd Rihston pippin tint common 
tropical bloom on her complexion fading 
ttt nvicUlla ogad- JLiiiavLOAn ~w4kman.-~.tUa 
envious rejrets of her life increase, as 
she beholds the brilliant wheel of aristo- 
cratic life whirling round and round, 
utterly regardless of her, and she begins 
to wish she had nevcrleft America —Lon- 
don World 


claimed a charmingly lovely Yankee belle 
to IDC » ie evening, "what are our tongues 
for, if u e mayn't talk t 
Guess the Eng- 


lish arc a 3ong way too solemn; they do 
not ha v > more funerals than » e do, say'" 
Absolut! dignity of manner is unknown 
to the American girl. She learns de 
porttntMit, of course—the result being 
that she holds her back extraordinarily 
stiff and straight, and carries her head 
very hip h, but the slow, gliding move- 
ment of i highly-bred French or Italian 
yrande ilame (for it must be confessed 
that the foreigners surpass the English in 
grace of bearing) is a thing that highly 
astonishes her, while it AIDS her reluc- 
tant admiration. She cannot walk slowly 
to lave her life. She skims along the 
ttreet like an important little water wng- 
Uil, very prettily, but always more or 
less fussily. 
She clings to the belief 


that stiffness of back constitutes ele- 
gance of carriage ; ignoring, or, perhaps, 
not knoirlug, that tbe lithe turn of a 
woman's waist and the supple curve of 
her back are charms that attract the 
painter's brush and the sculptor's chisel. 
She adores shops, and however wealthy 
she may be, she thoroughly enjoys buying 
cheap things, and boasting of the bar- 
gains -slid has made. The days of ber 
life pass in novel reading and flirtation— 
and she herself is a curious compound of 
good nature, cynicism, affection, worldli- 
ness, tenderness and cunning, and with 
all her good points considered as favora- 
bly as passible, she is never quite a wo- 
man. 
At least, she is not a womanly 


woman such as poets rave of and artists' I 
dream 
of—she has no such spiritual 


beauty in ber soul as that which is shad- 
owed foith in the exquisite face of Ary 
Set-offer's "Marguerite."

ENGLISH RAILWAYS. 


In England—and the same is true of 


Continental railways—no freight car has 
more than four wheels, two to each truck. 
Many of the passenger cars for suburban 
service on French roads are two-story af« 
fairs, the second floor seating as many 
passengers as the first, or, perhaps, like 
Paris omnibuses, the roof is designed to 
boar the largest traffic 
Much more care 


is taken and attention given to the freight 
brakemen than on United States railroads, 
and on many lines these have little hoods, 
or elevated 
constructions 
like watch 


boxes, on the end of the freight car, from 
which the train may be braked and a good 
lookout kept, while the occupant is shel- 
tered from the weather. 
In England the 


freight—or "goods"—vans are nearly all 
open, or platform cars, with high sound- 
ings and end board, and each provided 
with a waterproof covering of large pro- 
portions, to be drawn over in case of 
rough weather, the latter being the rule 
in that climate. 


On passenger trains the last car of the 


train is for the guard, and this is furnished 
with a brake, a primitive affair, working 
inside the car, requiring the strength of a 
young elephant to handle it successfully. 
The air brake is in use. worked from the 
locomotive, and also under the control of 
tne guard from his van. The "guard" is 
conductor, brakeman, and on ordinary 
trains sole train hand, the « ork at stations 
being done by a small army of'•examin- 
ers," assistants, etc. 
The guard, as con- 


ductor, has nothing to do with the tickets 
of his passengers, although ho is omnipo- 
tent in their seating, and belongs to the 
classes of English officials coming in con- 
tact with the public with whom a shilling 
goes a great way. 


When a passenger train arrives at a 


station all baggage marked for that station 
is hauled off the train upon the platfortu. 
There is no system on the part of the 
railway companies of checking or marking 
baggage to denote ownership, or to insure 
its falling into light hands eventually. 
As it lies in heaps upon the platfoitn the 
individual pieces belong presumptively to 
the first claimants, and it is a somewhat 
singular fact that usuall) its claimants 
are the real owners, though there is no 
reason in the nature of the case why con- 
stant frauds should not be practiced in 
this connection. Possibly this result ob- 
tains because, like otner classes on the 
"right little," tight little ishnd, English 
thieves are "conservative," and have no 
notion of stealing out ol the beaten tracks 
woin by their ancestors.—Boiton Hemld.

Every par- 
ticular of the crime, including the n tine 
of the murdered man was given, and the 
police authorities, felt bound, therefore, 
to telegraph orders to have the steamer 
stopped and the accused officer arrested 
This was duly done, and the supposed 
murderer being brought before the mag- 
istrate, the formal inquiry took place. 
For some time the defendant found it 
very difficult to meet the charge biou^ht 
against him, supported as it was by his 
accuser on oath. But just when it looked 
as if the charge would be sent for trial, 
tile iMSCUr wliu -vnvs TUppiTsr-d tw bo mui— 
dered turned up in court 
Instead of 


being killed and thrown overboard, he 
'had desert d the ship just before her de- 
parture, and the accuser becoming awar« 
of the fact, thought it gave him a capital 
opportunity to pay off an old grudge he 
bore against the chief officer.

ined, no doubt, that the Lascar would 
keep silence for fear of being proceeded 
against for desertion.—London Globe.
